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FARM  POPULATION  ESTIMATES ,  JANUARY  1948 

The  postwar  increase  in  the  farm  population  of  the  United  States  was  halted 
during  1947,  according  to  estimates  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 
The  number  of  people  living  on  farms  in  January  194.8  was  27,440,000,  not  appre- 
ciably different  from  the  number  a  year  earlier.  This  record  of  no  significant 
change  in  the  farm  population  during  1947  contrasts  with  the  gain  in  the  number 
of  people  living  on  farms  that  took  place  in  the  two  preceding  years.  From  the 
low  point  of  25,190,000  reached  in  January  1945  at  the  peak  of  World  War  II, 
the  farm  population  increased  by  nearly  10  percent  to  a  level  of  27,550,000  in 
January  1947,  as  demobilized  veterans  and  some  civilian  migrants  returned  to 
farms  following  the  ending  of  the  war. 

The  stability  in  the  total  number  of  persons  living  on  farms  at  the  beginning 
and  at  the  end  of  1947  conceals  important  changes  that  took  place  in  the  farm 
population  last  year.  Births  to  farm  residents  exceeded  deaths  by  nearly  a 
half  million  —  the  highest  annual  natural  increase  recorded  since  1925,  when 
the  farm  population  was  about  a  tenth  larger  than  at  present.  An  estimated 
750,000  babies  were  born  in  farm  families  during  1947  >  when  birth  rates  were 
high  all  over  the  country. 

Net  migration  of  civilians  from  farms  to  nonfarm  places  amounted  to  640,000  in 
1947..  As  usual,  the  net  change  in  population  from  migration  resulted  from 
considerably  larger  streams  of  migration  in  both  directions.  Nearly  a  million 
persons  are  estimated  to  have  moved  on  to  farms  from  cities,  towns,  and 
villages  during  the  year,  whereas  more  than  a  million  and  a  half  moved  away 
from  farms.  The  population  loss  from  civilian  migration  was  offset  to  only  a 
small  extent  by  the  net  increase  of  47,000  resulting  from  the  excess  of  return- 
ing veterans  over  the  number  of  farm  men  who  entered  the  armed  forces  in  1947. 
The  net  loss  in  farm  population  from  all  types  of  movement  exceeded  the  gain 
in  population  due  to  natural  increase  by  110,000,  leaving  the  farm  population 
just  a  fraction  of  a  percent  smaller  than  at  the  beginning  of  1947. 

Although  there  were  n©  marked  increases  or  decreases  in  the  farm  population 
of  any  major  area  of  the  country,  the  resumption  of  the  downward  trend  in 
farm  population  was  clearest  in  the  areas  which  had  losb  most  heavily  during 
World  War  II.  The  five  geographic  divisions  in  the  central  part  of  the 
United  States  showed  slight  decreases,  while  the  divisions  on  the  east  and 
west  coasts  showed  slight  gains  or  no  appreciable  change.  The  20  States  in 
the  central  divisions  of  the  United  States  (East  and  West  North  Central  and 
East  and  West  South  Central)  and  the  8  States  in  the  Mountain  Division  have 
had  an  over-all  net  decline  of  12 „3  percent  in  their  farm  population  since 
1940;  other  divisions  have  had  recent  gains  and  a  net  reduction  of  only  3«0 
percent  since  1940.  A  factor  influencing  the  movement  of  people  to  farms  in 
the  urbanized  States  of  the  coastal  divisions  seems  to  have  been  the  scarcity 
of  housing  in  cities. 
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Note  on  Method  of.  Deriving. Estima-tes 

The  estimates  contained  in  this  report  ar.e  .based  on  bench-mark  data  from  the 
Censuses  of  Population  and  Agriculture,  'ourrent  enumerative  sample  surveys, 
and  mailed  questionnaires  returned  by  farmers.  For  January  1944  and  later 
dates  the  estimates  are  adjusted  to  the  level  of  farm  population  of  the  United 
States,  as  estimated  jointly  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  and  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  on  the  basis  of  enumerative  surveys  and  published  in 
the  Census-BAE  series.  .  For  .January  1945,  the  geographic,  distribution  of  the 
farm  population. is  based  on. the  returns  from  tthe  1945-  Census-  of  Agriculture, 
adjusted  to  the  total. level  of  farm  population  shown  in  the  Census-BAE  series. 
A  discussion  of  the"  comparability  of,  the  farm  population  data  from  the  1945 
Census  of  Agriculture  with  the  current  estimates,  may  be  found  in  Census-BAE 
No.  9«  '  Utilization  of  the.  new  1945.  Census  bench-mark  data  waa  the  basis  for 
revision  of  the  geographic-division  estimates",  for  the  years  1941-45  that  was

For  January  1947,  the  geographic  distribution  of  the  farm  population  is.  based 
on  the  BAE  January  1947  Survey  of  Agriculture,  adjusted  to  the  total  level  of 
farm  population  shown  in  the  Census-BAE  series.  All  other  estimates  of  the 
farm  population  of  major  geographic  divisions  except  those  .for  1948  are  in- 
terpolations on  the  basis-  of  mailed  questionnaire  returns  between  the  1940, 
1945,  and  1947  estimates.  The  estimates  by  major  geographic  divisions  for 
1948  are  based  on  questionnaire,  reports^  of  changes. that  took  place  in  the 
farm  population  during  1947;  the  1948  .estimates  are  preliminary  and  subject 
to  revision.  All  estimates  of  moves  to  and  from  farms  and  other  kinds  of 
changes  in  the  farm  population  are  based  on  mailed  questionnaire  returns 
adjusted  to  the  population  totals.  „  ,
